General,^Mr. .John U. Haggart, was re- 
elected by apdamation, while ip the latter 
£lir Adams Q. has been re- 

turned by a large, majority. Thus in two 
widely separated Provinces of the Domin 
ion have large coHftjtufl^ipifiti. ^gain, ox 
pressed their faithi in the present admin 
ist ration -a fai'h which is as sincere as it 
is honorable. ( J(jlilwin Smith would pre- 
tend not to ace in tlioao victories a belief 
on the part of the electorate that the 
"fad" which he and his little colerh' advo- 
cate is the wild dream of a few visionaries. 
But there is the fact that in 
the fine county of South Lanark no 
one dared to, oppose Hon. Mr. 
Haggart, with closer trade ^relations 
with the United Staiies as his tQ^er.of 
strength. Call it; yfh&i ',yj!}u wUW;(^om- 
mercial Union, Unrestricted' Reciprocity, 
or Continental Free Trade (this latter be- 
ing Mr. Smith's pet iihrase)— the prin- 
ciple is HO objectionable to Canadians that 
it makes but little headway in Ontario, 
where it has been es|)ecially langlit. In 
Colchester it was the issue upon which 
Mr. Cyrus Eaton, tho Jjiberal camliilntu, 
went to the polls. Ue con lined h 
during the qanvaas to the two questions ol 
Unrestricted Reciprocity .-irid Prohibition. 
While deprecating the practice of his 
party in depreciating the country, and 
expressing faith in its great resources and 
future, ho believed that our nninufacturors 
were not afraid of American cuinpotition, 
*nd alleged that Unrestrictinl Kuciprcjcity 
would give UH such prosperity as to en- 
able our people to pay three or four times 
over tho seven millions of revenue lost on 
American imports. Sir Adams Archi- 
bald, on the contrary, exposed tho liypoc- 
risy of tho Urits upon tho trade (pies- 
tion, and showed that while tliey (iio- 
posedto trick the country they would 
jpUe up taxatio non British ..imports and 
bocuuie the veriest vassals of the United 



iERIAL NAVIGATION. 

The balloon is a comparatively old in- 
venti6n, but tho problem of turial naviga- 
tion is not yet practically solved, it ia 
now, however, approaching a solution. 
The latest invention looknig to this end 
is DeBousset's vacuuiii air ship, for which 
a committee of the house uf roprcaeiita- 
lives at Waahifigtou has recommended an 
jippropriation of SloO.OOO to aid in its 
i:onstruction. Hitherto the liFtiii(r power 
of tho bidloon^hiu been hy^«lrogfi;i^pi<; coal- 
gas, which are .1: only some .15.. times 
litfhter than air. •■ DeBousset pro- 
poses to substitute a' vnc'nu'ra instead of 
gas, and this involves a dill'ereut method 
anil material of ciinstriict ion. His ma- 
rhiuD will cousi.st of a steel cylinder i>i)-i 
(eel long, with a diameter of l.'iS feet. 
I'he enda will be cone shaped. Out uf 
this ho will iimuii the air. The cylinder 
will reiiiiire to be made strong enough to 
resist tho tremendous pressure of the at- 
mosphere upon it, and hence! must be of 
considerable weight. Ue estimates uiat 
his air-ship complete will weigh 260,680 
pounds. But as the volume of air con- 
tained in the cylinder would weigh Vli*,- 
1107 pounds, he woidd still have a lifting 
[)ower, were the vacuum complete, of 
■tol'.Oli" pounds. Even if tho vacuum is 
nut comi)lete - -say within a third — 
still the lifting power woidd be 
301), 018 jjouiiils, or Ju,'} tun.i— 
(juite sutlicient to carry 2,000 passengers. 
The machinery and appliances will con- 
sist of engines for exhausting the air and 
propelling the vessel. TJie motive ina 
chiiiery will consist of 11 100 horso power 
electric motor, driving huge .lir screws 
The engine will deri\e its energy from 
storage batteries. A speeil of Vo miles 
per hour, one-fourth greater lliaii I lie 
swifteat r.'iilway train, is i';ilciiliil cil upon, 
.Such ia the invi-iilui'.s Hclioine in outline, 
iMiiuy Hciiiutilio men believe it, to be prac 
iicable. IL lia.-i tho advaiitngo that tho 
diinger of cullapae of the cylinder ia great 
est at the earth's surface and decreases as 
the air-ship rises, whoreas balloons some 
times burst at a high olevatiuii from the 
expansion of the gns in the tare atmos- 
phere of the upper regions. If the steel 
cylinder shquld be found Uio heavy an 
alternative niet.d is found in aluminum, 
which is tlireo times lighleraiid tbreeliuies 
alrunger than ateel. The hill before Cun 
gross describes the air-ship us being i 
medium fur raiiiil transpurtation of freight 
and passengers, for long and short dis- 
tiuices over land or sea. it ia not, we 
believe, improbable that within the |)res 
ent century the vision of^Locksley Hall 
will be realized,! and the universal ocean 
of air bo' tilled ' with commerce, "ai^siea 
of magic sails, pilots of the piirple twi- 
light." Let it be hoped that' with the now 
navigation we may not have id.^o "the 
nations' airy na^vit-.s grappling in the cen- 
tral blue." All this is iMi.s.sible, and we 
live in au ago W iiuii that which is pcjssible, 
however marvellous, it) iv>f?i,dly being 
.achieved.

Davie deserves 
and no doubt will rerejve tho warmest 
ayiupathy of his fellow-citi/.<iii8 in the 
noble stand ho is takin^^ with regard to

refr.iined from giving public expression to 
my views up tothi.s [luiul, except as a 
uieiiiber of the AliniHlerial -A-saociatiuu uf 
this city, but 1 coiiaiiler it niy duty now 
to strengthen the haiids of those who are 
doing their, utmost to prevent tho per- 
petration of a mistake, which must have 
«he most unhappy results. Dr. Davie 
refers to Mr. Chudley's refn.sal U) allow 
him even to see a list (jf the suli.scribers, 
and while I have no doubt Mr. Chuilley 
is actuated 'ny a sense of ilui,_v, 1 believe 
ho is making a very great iiii.atake ' as the 
executive oIKcer of a public institution in 
revealing^!; str ong a bias towards a par- 
ticuliir course of action.

If Mr. Shakes- 
peare had been present a)id the Ma3'or 
and Mr. Laiigley li'ul w;iiled till the vote 
was taken, the result would have been a 
majority of one agiiiiist the situ at Cad- 
boro I'ay, instead of two in favur of it. 
In a matter of this kind, wliere unanimity 
is absolutely ueci'.ssary in order to success, 
surely there shoidd be an effort made to 
ascertain the views of eveiy subscriber to 
the fund, and the earnest desire to meet 
the wishes of the majority of (he rilizeus. 
The ministers protested as having a very

Cadboro Bay it will be necessary at i.iicn 
to agitato for a city ho8|)ital which will be 
I'f some use to tho citiKens, and I ani sure 
if such an jnatitution is provided tho 
people of Victoria will suppert it and tlie 
churchea take nj) collections for it. To 
I)ro|)ose a hospilal iSui)(h),y for the auppiirt 
of a hospital at Cadboro Bay >y/iuld cer- 
tainly evoke 110 onthuaiafiiii among oui' 
people, but fur a hospital within the roach 
of ovoryono muuting with an accident, or 
reqviiiing either outdoor or indoor hospital

FAIR PLAY ON THE HOSPITAL SITE. 

To THE Editor: — More than twelve 
months ago, I left England witl) t^he ex- 
press purpose 'of-cbniing to. ATictoria as 11 
worker in tho Jubilee Hospitid. A few 

lays after my arrival i was honored by a 
visit from two gentlemen of the coiiiniitteo 
who brought with tlieni a drawing of the 
'.(round plan of the Cadboro Head site. 
This, they informed lue, was tho only 
|)iece of ground in Victoria which could 
l)e obUiinod as a 'siliei ' fbV*'th'e"'hb8pit4l. 
Both expressed their cnAvibti^n that it 
would have been bettor to have built tliu 
hospital within the city limits, but thoy 
agreed in tho conviction that any more 
convenient aito was not obtainable. 1 
have since been told, that, owing to the 
niothodir, of purchase adopted by tho com- 
mittee, such a cunclusion was inevitable. 
It was a matter of aurpriao to ino tbere- 
I'ore, to read in a .recent ..letter to The 
Co LONisx^byj P^,!,D4viej that^.thore are no 
lesa thiiii four available sites situated with- 
in the city limits. It appeared toino that 
the common aenao of every reader must 
hail audi an intitmition with delight. Tho 
.idvantagea of an acceasible site are autli- 
ciontly obvioua to need no reuapitulatiuit; 
they must suggest themselves to every- 
one. A part of my Ufa . has been passed 
in three European hospitals, eacti of theiu 
in the heart of a large city, and 1 can con- 
ceive no greater ovri>r than the supposi- 
tion that a central cite is not ono uf the 
initial reciuisites for such an iiistitntion, 
supposing that all other details of a tit- 
ting site can be obtained as well, i im- 
agine that very many who liavo acquiesced 
in the selection of tho Cadboro road site 
bavo done so because thoy were niformed, 
as I was, that no other was obtainable: 
.some of these will certainly agree witli iiie 
in thinking that tho iiaefiiliiess of the now 
hosi)ital would bo exactly tiohled by an 
.ilteration of position, and in feeling t.hat 
110 little praise ia duo to Dr. Uavio for re 
opening tho aubject before it ia ti.io late 
'I'lio long ariiiv' of personalities from thu 
pen of Mr. Chndley, is no .reply to Dr 
Davie'a argu'monfca in favour of the ro-se 
loction of a fitting site. The infurence 
from such a letter is perceptible to every 
one. The advocates of the Cadboro Bay 
site, personitiod by Mr. Chudlov, iiro ob- 
liged to condescend to pi-ejudicos from 
lack of argument, and since they are un- 
able to reply to. reasonings which are un- 
answerable, raise a storm of unjust accu- 
sations, under the impression that these 
will .-mswor with the genetulity of people 
ipiite as well. No more cmicbisive evi 
(ionce of the soundness of Dr. Davie's ar- 
guments could jiosaibly have iieeii deviseil 
than Mr, Chudley's letter to The Colon 
I.ST of the 15th. Wot l)ad.there been one 
single argumentto- be adduced - in fttvoiir 
of tho present aito we may presume it 
would have been discovered by tho acu- 
men of Mr. Chi(dl(ty, and enlarged ujion 
from all imiiginable points of new. 'I 
inference is clear, there /.s no i^rguinpnt ; 
and Dr, Davip ja not ' nly in thu right, 
but very much to hu eo|iiii)endcil for the 
action hu hits tiikon in th 
matter, whicli it ia high time 
should be decided by a vote of tho con- 
tributors. Moreover, it appears tu iiie 
that every English apirit in the place 
must be aroused tu indignation by the 
effort of authority tu crush (qjinion by 
whate^r i!)ot||o,ija, fair or unfair, so that 
the disaentient vo|(:o uiay but jig diiownud. 
The very effort of autbority to prush m 
opposition ■whioh has truth in it is tlv 
moat forcible advertiseinent. With Eng- 
lishmen there is no eauno moio 8:icrud 
than the cause of liberty of think- 
ing; and tho Right is inlinitely 
more attractive to the people uf this 
nation yho\i ahe Uikea the furiii of 
a beleagured' tfity, tlj/^n J}'j(i;n she displays 
herself resistless at the head pf an 4tte)i4- 
ant host. It is the glory of the English- 
man, in cuntraitt to all other THoes, that 
lie never can and never will aooupt "a 
thiasliiiig and look smiling," and 1 have 
no doubt whatever from this single indi- 
cation .0!) tlio part of Dr. Davie and his 
.allies, thftt t'lM toftje for another site 
will yet be won, p'i'Kf^Mi»4i'i>'*,-
